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Newly Formed Youth Council 
Hopes for Expanded Program

Recreational activities that will attract more young people 
to the Youth Center and an effective communication system be¬ 
tween the police department and the youth of Greenbelt are among 
the hopes and aspirations of the newly-elected Greenbelt Youth 
Council. Chairman Art Castaldi told the News Review that “we 
want young people to come to GYC meetings and voice their opin¬ 
ions on these and other matters.” 


Pat Madden, GYC secretary, was 
concerned that there were many 
teens who could not identify them¬ 
selves with the Youth Center. She 
felt the use of another facility 
might be an answer to this prob¬ 
lem since the Youth Center, with 
its many programs for all age 
groups, is limited in space and the 
types of activities it can offer. Cas¬ 
taldi noted that pool was an ac¬ 
tivity many young people desired 
but one that the Youth Center 
might not be able to accommodate. 

GYC advisor William Barber saw 
a need for the city to assign one 
person to work consistently with 
the teens. He pointed out that a 
close relationship between young 
people and their advisor could well 
be the most important ingredient 
of successful programming. Bar¬ 
ber also expressed the hope that 
the teen trip program could be re¬ 
vived. 

GYC spokesmen said that they 
desired to see a beter communica¬ 
tion system established between the 
police department and the youth 

ot Greenbelt. They envisioned it as 
a two-way street: for the youth to 
present their views to the depart¬ 
ment and for the police to help the 
youths understand the depart¬ 
ment's problems. 

Tidbits 

GYC members will also meet 
from time to time with city offi¬ 
cials to present their opinions, criti¬ 
cisms, and suggestions and to see 
what possible action can be taken. 
A proposal to receive complaints 
from teens is being considered. 
Such a proposal would require that 
all complaints be submitted to the 
GYC board in writing; the board 
would then study the matter and 
take action if it is warranted. Op¬ 
ening of the snack bar, adherence 
to a consistent set of rules for the 
Youth Center, and the posting of 
collateral to safeguard equipment 
will also be discussed in the near 
future. 

The GYC will meet on October 26 
in the Municipal Building. All 
youths are urged to attend.

City Notes 

Under contract to the city, Reli¬ 
able Contractors of Millersvifiu. 
Md., has begun work on building 
or replacing curbs and gutters in 
various places throughout the city. 
The prior work of removing bro¬ 
ken gutters and curbing has been 
dune by the city crew. Most con¬ 
spicuous of the newly built curbs 
is a stretch along Crescent Rd in 
the city center. New curbing is al¬ 
so being installed on Crescent be¬ 
tween Gardenway and Hillside, on 
Laurel Hill between 2 Ct. and 14 
Hillside, on Plateau from 2 to 10 
cts., and on Ridge from the North 
End School to Laurel Hill. In ad¬ 
dition, the contractor will widen 
and repave Parkway Rd. and in¬ 
stall the final surfacing on the con¬ 
nection between Greenhill Rd. and 
Hillside.

Burial in the city’s sanitary" 
landfill is the fate of all garbage 
collected daily throughout Green¬ 
belt. Unlike the special trash col¬ 
lections (usually bulky items of 
paper and wood), which are reg¬ 
ularly burned, garbage is trucked 
in to the disposal site and dumped 
into a long, deep trench. There 
it is covered with earth and com¬ 
pacted by the city’s recently ac¬ 
quired new tractor-shovel 

Last week a private contractor 
excavated a new trench for this 
purpose, as the one dug last year 
has only a little space left. The 
new trench is 150-200 feet long, a- 
bout 25 feet wide, and about 10 
feet deep at its deepest point.

A possible new obstacle to Green- 
belt’s projected perimeter road has 
emerged in recent weeks, namely, 
lack of funds. This has come to 
light after the State Roads Copi- 
mission notified the county that out 
of $25,100,000 allocated to it for 
road construction during the 1965- 
70 period, only $1.5 million remain, 
to complete projects estimated to 
cost $13,000,000. 

The perimeter road, denoted as 
highway A-123 on the Preliminary 
Master Plan of Highways issued 
bv the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission in 
May, is now on the State Roads 
Commission’s 20-year plan. It 
was included in this plan as a re¬ 
sult of Bill 523, introduced by Sena¬ 
tor Edward T. Conroy during the 
last session of the State Legislature 
as a first step towards putting the 
road on the Commission’s imme¬ 
diate schedule. According to the 
Master Plan, the road will be 4.6 
miles long, will have 4 lanes in an 
80-ft. right of way and will pas3 
through the projected school com¬ 
plex on parcel 2. 

Following the announcement of 
the State Roads Commission, the 
commissioners and state legislators 
of Prince George’s County met and 
revamped the county’s road buil¬ 
ding plans. They rejected the ex¬ 
isting list of priorities and drew up 
a new one, covering the most ur-

This 
is a second in a series of five pub¬ 
lic meetings scheduled by the 
Prince George’s County Legislative 
Delegation for the public disclosure 
of local legislation to be introduced 
in the next regular session of the 
Maryland General Assembly by the 
Prince George’s County Delegates 
and Senators. 

The third public meeting will be 
held at the Courthouse in Upper 
Marlboro on October 17 at 8 p.m. 
to hear legislative proposals of the 
Judges, States Attorney, Sheriff, 
County Departments and county 
employees. 

As time permits following the 
presentation of the County Com¬ 
missioners 1968 Legislative Pro¬ 
gram, the Delegation will hear the 
proposals of private citizens, civic 
groups, and other interest groups.

Under the new list, top priority 
goes to a one-mile stretch of Md. 
rte. 197 near Bowie, estimated to 
cost $500,000. The rest of the $1,500,- 
000 remaining for road construc¬ 
tion will probably go to the widen¬ 
ing to four lanes of a stretch of 
Md. rte. 4. extending through the 
middle of the county towards Up¬ 
per Marlboro. Beyond that, the 
officials developed a new priority 
list, estimated at $27,000,000, of pro¬ 
jects to be carried out as funds are 
provided by the State Legislature 
It is not known at the present time 
whether this list includes Green- 
belt’s perimeter road. 


UNIVERSITY SQUARE FIRE 

Damages estimated at $18,000 
were reported as a result of a fire 
Saturday in newly-occupied Uni¬ 
versity Square Apartments. No one 
was injured in the blaze, whieh was 
ignited by a defective lamp cord 
about 11:30 am. in a first floor 
apartment at 122 Westway rd. 

Residents of the building were 
evacuated and firemen used lad¬ 
ders to rescue occupants of the top 
floor of the three-story building. 
Several apartments were damaged 
by fire, smoke and water. 

Five fire companies responded 
to the alarm - from Greenbelt, Ber¬ 
wyn Heights, Branchville, College 
Park and West Lanham. The fire¬ 
men rushing to the scene saved 
2-3 critical minutes by using the 
newly-opened extension of West¬ 
way.
